I have introduced a bill to pro 
vide Federal participation in fi- 
nancing school construction 
throughout the country. My bill 
is H. R. 9179, and is similar to a 
measure, S. 536, introduced by 
Senator Humphrey, of Minnesota, 
in January 1953. 

The bill would provide for an al 
lotment of Federal funds by the 
United State Offices of Education 
to the respective State educational 
agencies in accordance with a pre- 
scribed, objective formula. The bil! 
would place upon the State educa-| 
tional agency the responsibility! 
for the allotment of funds to the 
school districts within the State 
h|The bill would give slightly greater 
allotments per schoolchild to States 
in which the per capita income is 
relatively low. 

I am also in favor 6f measures 
to increase the attractions of the 
teaching professions, including in- 
crease of salaries for teachers and 
increase of teachers’ pensions, and 
other retirement benefits. |

“In 1900, the Building Trades 
Council of San Francisco and its 
affiliated unions carried on, for 
over six months, one of the hard-

the eight-hour work day was firm- 
ly established for the planing mill 
industry in San Francisco and vi- 
cinity. 


“Tt was the first introduction of 
the shorter workday into the fac- 
tory business, and the manner in 
which the battle was fought, as 
well as its happy termination and 
the unparalleled success of the lo- 
cal Building Trades Council, fur-
